The handsome new Fir-i Pres­ 
byterian church of Bryan elands 
completed and ready for tho open­ 
ing service which will be held on 
Sunday 
morning at ll o’clock. 
An Eagle representative had the 
pleasure of looking over the build- 
ing yesterday morning in company 
with the pastor, Dr. J. D. 
It is a frame etructure with bull 
brick veneered walls, stately and 
ivmmetrical in It* 
proportions, 
chacte and beautiful in fin^h and 
furnishings. 
The general dimenrions are b 
bet 4 inches by 06 feet 6 inches, 
and two towers rise above the main 
entrances, while a meta! roof re­ 
lieved by hips and gables covers 
the buifding. 
Concrete w a'ks and 
stone steps lead up to the entran­ 
ces, two out of four of these being 
v e s t i bu led. 
Thq interior arrange­ 
ment is attractive and convenient, 
including the auditorium, Sunday 
school room, ladies parlor, study 
aud infant elass room, all of which 
may be thrown together by means 
of flexifold doors 
when occasion 
demands, the pulpit being visible 
from almost every part of the 
bouse. 
There are seventeen art glass 
windows of beautiful design, a 
number of them being memorial, 
and two of them large sectional 
windows.

The interior is finished with old 
ivory tinted steel ceiling, supplied 
with combinaton electric light and 
ascetylene gas fixtures, including 
a number of beautiful clusters and 
electroliers. 
The pews and altar 
furnishings are of golden oak, and 
a 
beautiful 
carpet 
covers 
the 
floor. 
A basement room contains 
a 
hot 
air 
furnace 
for 
heat­ 
ing the building, and ventilation 
i* provided for in both the ceiling 
and roof. 
An inclined floor and 
raised pulpit complete the interior 
arrangements. 
The total cost of the church fin­ 
ished and furnished is approxi­ 
mately $14,5( >0.00, and it is an 
edifice in which the congregation, 
building committee, architect and 
contractor may well fell a pride, 
in which the entire community’ u n­ 
reservedly joins.

— A fter dis- 
playing rare heroism by the devotion , 
cf a lifetim e to th e study of leprosy, I 
Dr. Eugene H. Plum acher, American j 
consul a t M aracaibo, Venezuela, has j 
decided th at the dread malady Is not 
contagious, but hereditary to a de- \ 
gree not reached by any other disease. 
He has made an ex h au sted report to 
the state departm ent, telling of his 
personal attendance upon lepers af­ 
flicted In the m ost revolting form. His 
report indicates th at leprosy Is cura­ 
ble, but th ere Is little hope in Vene- 
suela or other Latin-American leper 
colonies, w here nutritious foods and 
expensive drugs are rarely provided. 
Dr. Plum acher 
was appointed con­ 
sul to M araciabo 
in 
1878. 
It 
was 
through his efforts th at the “tuatua 
plant, used in treating the disease, is 
now planted in all countries in which 
these lepers are stationed. 
At the request 
of 
scientists Dr. 
Plum acher took many photographs of 
lepers, personally rem oving the ban­ 
dages of the afflicted, th at the best 
results m ight bo attained. He was al­ 
lowed to visit secretly many lepers of 
M aracaibo concealed by their fam ilies 
to avoid th eir being sent to perpetual 
banishm ent on an island. 
Using a se­ 
cret which he obtained through Dr. S. 
C. Bothwell, now m arshal of the su­ 
prem e court of Porto Rico, he experi­ 
mented with it on these private cases. 
Ten lepers were given Into his special 
charge. 
His reports point 
out 
th e 
treatm ent has produced much good re­ 
sults, but lack of proper food has m ade 
an 
absolute 
cure 
Impossible. 
Dr. 
Plum acher says in his report th a t as 
he is successful and full of hope for 
continued good results he has conclud­ 
ed he would rather drop the society of 
his friends in the colony than aban­ 
don the lepers.

The center of interest in the 
political drama being played out 
in the Sixth congressional district 
shifted to Brazos county Wednes­ 
day night when Messrs. Freeman 
and Morrison, attorneys for Rich­ 
ard Mays, appeared here and made 
application to District Judge J. C 
Scott for an injunction restraining 
the county clerks of the various 
counties in the Sixth congressional 
district from placing the name of 
Judge Rufus Hardy on the demo­ 
cratic ticket. 
The petition was fil­ 
ed 
by the Mays 
attorneys 
at 
Cameron, and although this is an 
injunction from 
Milam 
county, 
the 
Mays 
attorneys 
expressly 
agreed to waive 
time in wnieh 
to dissolve the injunction and to 
change 
the 
venue 
to 
Brazos 
county, and if Judge H ardy will 
make a simular agreement, 
the 
case may lie tried at the present 
term of the Brazos county district 
court and go at once to the higher 
court. Upon this agreement Judge 
Scott granted the restraining order 
shortly before midnight. 
Judge 
Scott says the central idea in grant­ 
ing the injunction was to get the 
m atter before the supreme court as 
early as possible, and that in mak­ 
ing the order he considered not 
only the rights of the parties im ­ 
mediately interested, but also the 
rights of the voters of the Sixth 
congressional district. Judge Scott 
left for his borne in Franklin yes­ 
terday. 


Preliminary to His Speech Nebras­ 


kan Head* a Statement Rela­ 


tive to GoTernmenl Own* 


ership of Hailroads. 


Louisville, Sept. 13— On the occa­ 
sion of his entry to the south, where 
his recent declaration as to govern­ 
ment ownership of railroads has arous­ 
ed the most opposition. William Jen­ 
nings Bryan made Wednesday night a 
more explicit statement as to his po­ 
sition in the matter. 
In dead alienee 
be read a lengthy statement elaborat­ 
ing his position, but declared that 
the “making of platforms rests with 
the voters of the whole party, and I 
never have, and never will attempt to 
force nay opinions or those of any few 
men on the people.” 
While thus indicating that the doc­ 
trine of government ownership is in 
the hands of the voters, Mr. Bryan's 
speech indicated plainly that nothing 
has as yet occurred to shake his br­ 
uet in the ultimate necessity of it. He 
declared that he would gladly make 
any sacrifice in exchange for the as­ 
surance that regulation, Instead of 
government ownership, would answer 
the needs of the people. He expressed 
grave doubts as to whether regulation 
would ever suffice. He also took pains 
to present arguments to convince his 
hearers that government ownership 
of trunk lines and state ownership of 
stae lines “not only preserve the rights 
of the state, but will permit the peo­ 
ple of each to adopt government own- 
; ership when they are ready for It.” 
A tremendous yell arose when, at the 
I finish of the statem ent Mr. Bryan 
with all emphasis he could muster, 
recalled to his hearers 
that “when­ 
ever I saw danger threatening the peo­ 
ple I have spoken out without asking 
anybody's 
permission 
or 
quarrying 
what the effect might he on me.” 
When Mr. Bryan appeared upon the 
stage at Armory hall leaning upon the 
arm of Hon. Henry Watterson a verit­ 
able volcanic eruption of enthusiasm 
was the greeting he received from 12.- 
OOO persons. 
The demonstration last­ 
ed ten minutes, thousands of flags be­ 
ing waved in unison with the cheers 
In 
welcoming 
the 
Nebraskan 
to 
Kentucky Mr. Watterson said In part: 
“There is but one paramount issue 
for the next presidential battle, and 
that is the rescue of the government 
from the hands that have misused and 
debauched it and its restoration to the 
custody of the plain but sovereign peo­ 
ple. 
The parties to It are, upon the 
one hand, a standing army of trained 
politicians held together, not alone by 
the cohesive power of the public pat­ 
ronage, but by a community of inter­ 
ests as unyielding as it is unthinking, 
richly caparisoned in a 1 the panoply I 
of success war. and on the other hand 
the mass and body of those who hew 
the wood and draw the water and pay 
the 
taxes, 
undrilled, unskilled 
and 
widely separate; often groping in the 
dark, sometimes misdirected by di­ 
vided counsels; always lacking the re­ 
sources by which results are reached 
ana dangers turned, but 
never yet 
united except to conquer. 
It is vet­ 
eran troops against raw militia, an un­ 
equal though not a bootless array, as 
: many a well fought field in days of old 
1 bears witness. 
Give us but half the 


I discipline of the regulars and a tithe 
I of their equipment and we shall drive 
them before us across the barricades 
of criminal wealth, though led by The­ 
odore Roosevelt himself. 
“I recognize as our chieftain in this 
approaching conflict William Jennings 
Bryan of Nebraska. 
“It costs me no sacrifice of either 
personal preference or pride of opinion 
to make this declaration. 
Mr. Bryan 
and I have not always agreed as to 
the means: we have never disagreed 
as to the end. The appeal of the mor­ 
al nature of the people which he has 
made with so much eloquence and 
power, I was making when he was a 
boy. 
“Our jury is the nation: our proof 
the record of the Republican party; 
our witness Theodore Roosevelt; our 
attorney Mr. Bryan of Nebraska.’’ 
Senator Carmack of Tennessee made 
an address, after which Senator Stone 
of Missouri introduced Mr Bryan. 
A number of Indianians were pres­ 
ent, also several noted men from the 
south and hundreds of people from ail 
over Kentucky. 
In his speech, Mr. Bryan referred to 
the tariff and the trusts, and declared 
the president had to go to the Demo­ 
crats for help in his efforts to regulate 
the trusts. 
Mr. Bryan paid tribute to 
President Roosevelt’s settlement of the 
coal strike, and for his promotion of 
the Portsmouth treaty. 
He attacked 
he system which permits a strike to 
run until it has cost $99,000,000, and 
compels men to stare their wives to 
get justice. 
He also commended the 
president for his efforts to regulate 
railroads.
